NEW SOCIETIES.

No one can doubt that there is room for 
improvement in the management of many of 
the societies, or that the money now spent 
by the State might be made to accomplish 
a greater amount of good through a more 
energetic action of the societies, yet on the 
whole they are perhaps doing as much as 
could reasonably be expected.

YIELD OF A NATIVE COW.

I noticed in alate Ploughmaa that you 
had an article taken from some other paper, 
giving the quantity in pounds of milk from a 
native cow during one week in June last; 
please inform me if weight of milk is any in- 
dication of quality ? 

Below I give you the amount of milk tak- 
en from a native cow raised by the writer of 
this; she will be seven years old June 1, 
1870. Dropped her calf the 17th day of 
December, 1869.

In reply to your question as to whether 
the weight of milk is an indication of the 
quality, we would say that within certain 
limits it is, perhaps, a trustworthy indication 
of quality. You are to bear in mind that 
cream is lighter than milk, but slighcly heav- 
ier than pure water. Consequently it sinks 
Rich milk, that 
is milk containing much cream, has a lower 


in pure or distilled water. 


specific gravity than skim milk ; that is, it is 
lighter, or does not weigh so much, but 
while it is lighter than milk itis heavier than 
water. 

Ordinarily in practice it is usual to con- 
sider ten pounds a gallon of milk, and it 
will vary but very slightly from this. And 
as it is less trouble, and less liable to inac- 
cyracy, it is better to state the yield of a cow 
by weight rather than by measure. 

The average of good milk has a specific 
gravity varying from 1.030 to 1.032. If itis 
rather poor in cream, but not diluted with 
water, its specific gravity rises a little ; and 
if it is very rich in cream, the gravity of the 
milk will sink to 1.029 or even 1.028. 

The weight or yield of milk which you 
state above is quite remarkable. It is not 
often surpassed. A pure bred Ayrshire cow, 
owned by Mr. Birnie, of Springfield, with 
ker milk carefully and accurately weighed, 
gave in April, after calving on the 25th of 
March, 1127 pounds of -milk; in May 934 
pounds; in June 1025 pounds; in July 972 
pounds; in August 912 pounds ; a total in 
five months, of 4753 pounds, on pasture, or 
green hay, or corn stalks. This was her 
own weight in milk every month for the five 
months of the trial and 400 pounds over.

SOMETHING ABOUT TURKEYS. 


THE EXPERIENCE OF A PRACTICAL MAN. 

There snould be @yard, Of fram ane siahth 
to one-quarter of an +--<, where nothing else 
is allowed to yo b-wetuckeya. In the latter 
part of March, suitable nests should be made 
in the yard, and the turkeys should be 
watched and kept in the yard till they all 
lay. Iftwo or three lay in one nest, when 
they have laid half a dozen eggs each, build 
nests on each side of the one where they all 
lay, ana put in eggs; for, as a general thing, 
they will not crowd on to a nest with anothe: 
turkey when there is a good nest by its side 
If they continue to all lay in one nest, when 
one begins to set, shut her on—for an hour 

0 two—say from eight till twelve each day, 
ind then the others will go into the adjoin- 
ing nesis. Where tu: keys lay near together, 
they should all be set at the same time, for 
if one hatches a few doys before the others 
the peeping of the little ones will make them 
uneasy, and not unfrequently they forsake 
their nests. Besides, if turkeys set side by 
side, when they hatch and come off, they will 
almost invariably go together and not ‘fight 
Set the first turkey on some old ore addled 
eggs, and let her sit till all get to setting, 
and then put under the eggs. 
Meeping the Eggs. 

It is well to take the eggs in every night, 
to prevent their freezing or being destroyed 
by vermin, The eggs that are laid firs 
should be put in a dish or basket, to the 
amount of seventeen or eighteen, as many as 
you wish to set under one turkey, and then 
mark them one, two, three, ete. ‘The reason 
of this is, that eggs that have been laid 
three weeks will be two days longer in hatch- 
ing than eggs just laid ; consequently, some 
would hath and be off running round while 
other eggs were just being pipped. If eggs 
are left in the nest, the turkey setling on 
them every day (to lay) will warm them, and 
they will all hatch together. 

Nests should be made so tight that when a 
turkey is taken off, the little ones cannot get 
into the wall.

Get as many old ones to herd together as 
possible, for it takes no longer to hunt up| 
and drive home eight old ones anda hun- 
dred young ones than one old one and a 
dozen young ones; then, if they get on to 
your neighbor's land, it will take no longer | 
to drive off a Jarge flock than a small one ; 
but they should not be allowed to go on to a} 
neighbor’s land, for a neighbor is under no| 
more obligation to keep his neighbor's tur- | 
keys than he is his neighbor’s sheep, for 
both are taxable property, and both should | 
pay damage when done. 
Best Age for Breeders, 


Old turkeys, as a general thing, are better | 
to raise young ones than yearling turkeys | 
are, because they are more gentle and they | 
lay a larger egg, and the young ones when | 
hatched will be larger and stronger. Tur- 
keys, two, three, or four years old, are the 
best ages. Save over the winter the best 
and gentlest of your old turkeys and some 
young ones. Never save little late turkeys 
for breeders; they lay small eggs and hatch 
small, weak young ones. ° 

It is best to change gobblers every year. 
In order to have good turkeys, feed them 
from the day they are hatched till the day 
before they are killed. A large flock of tur- 
keys needs more feeding, according to num- 
bers, than a small flock, as there is only the 
same amount of bugs and worms. One great 
secret of raising turkeys is to take care of 
them ; and then you can’t always raise them, 
for they won't lay or they won’t hatch, or 
something may befall them. 


Difflic«ities. 

It is of little use to try to ra‘se them when 
the fields in the immediate neighborhood of 
the house are in heavy mowing. They get 
into the grass, and getting tired, go to sleep 
in the sun and are lost. 

They should have a range of pasture lands 
while they ere young; when August comes, 
they can take care of themselves.

“HORSE GEARS. 


There is a great deal in gearing a horse o1 
mule so as to enable the animal to work 
easy, and use a certain amount of power 
with comparatively smail animal force.

Every 
part of the harness should be as complete a 
tit as a dandy’s coat, touching everywhere | 
and pinching nowhere. |

CATARRH.
